I  promised  to  give  you  ft  description  of  oar 
trip  to  IhU  land  of  ana  and  flower*,  and  as  I’m 
Jnst  about  aeUled,  enough  to  feel  a  little  like 
home,  I  wity  fulfill  my  proml«e.  As  you  know, 
we  kit  Wednesday.  Not.  17th,  and  made  good 
time  until  Friday  noon,  470  miles  from  New 
Tork,  and  tooth  of  Cape  Hatterss,  when  the 
croaahead  of  oar  engine  broke  and  we  came  to 
a  standstill.  We  were  off  Wilmington.  N.  C.. 
about  100  miles  from  land  aod  could  not  think 
of  going  back.  There  la  not  water  enough  at 
Wilmington  or  ChJiU-ston  for  onr  class  of 
•teamen,  (drawing  17  feet)  to  enter  the  harbor, 
so  our  Captain,  8.  F.  Phillips,  a  splendid  sailor 
and  fine  gentlemen,  decided  to  keep  on  hit 
coarse,  taking  his  chances  of  entering  the  Ba- 
rannab  rlrar,  or  meeting  one  of  Alexander’s 
steamers  and  be  towed  into  Savannah,  or  Ha 
tsqs,  still  (M0  or  TOO  mllea  distant. 

The  engine  worked  earefnl’y  and  eery  slow, 
the  break  of  tbr  cr net  bead  allowing  It,  and  we 
Toored  along  at  the  rate  of  two  or  thru#  miles 
an  boat.  The  wind  and  current  were  against  us,

The 
streets  are  well  laid  out  find  wide,  well  pro¬ 
tected  by  abade  trees  and  there  1$  at  gffery  se¬ 
cond  or  third  block  a  pretty  “aquare,’ 
rounded  by  Lire  Oak  trees.  During  the  war, the 
Con  fed  ra  tee  took  up  all  the  paring  stones  and 
loading  the  reaw  ls  hi  the  harbor,  sunk  them  to 
obstruct  the  channel.

We  returned  to  onr  steamer  the  following 
day,  well  satisfied  with  onr  visit  to  Savannah. 
Thera  is  a  fine  park  In  the  ei»y,  well  kept  and 
filled  with  evergreen  trees  and  shrubbery  >od 
Just  beyond  this  Is  another  park  or  square,  in 
the  centre  of  which  la  a  beautiful  monument 
erected  to  the  “Confederate  Dead.”  On  Mon¬ 
day  the  29th,  wc  took  the  ladle*  and  children 
ashore  to  grther  shells  and  visit  the  Light¬ 
house  and  the  inhabitants  generally.  Tybee 
Island  in  the  summer  time  is  said  to  be  a  lively 
place,  being  the  summer  resort  of  the  people 
from  Savannah  and  inland  towns  and  Is  (aid  to 
offer  splendid  bathing;  the  beach  is  ccrtffinly 
very  fine.  They  are  now  building  a  tramway 
from  the  wharf  Inland  2  or  8  miles  to  a  place 
where  a  large  Hotel  Is  to  be  built  this  wiuter. 
While  on  shore  and  in  the  telegraph  operator's 
room  the  steamer  “City  of  New  York,”  arrived 
off  the  Bar,  some  5  miles  from  where  we  were 
and  anchored.  She  signalled  for  our  Captain  to 
send  af’er  our  “ernsahead.”
